Washington, March 12.—The Repub­ 
lican caucus committee of the senate 
was in seaaion again yesterday consid­ 
ering the organisation of the senate. 
The committee ts yet quite a distance 
from an agreement and it may bo do- 
«Ided to make no attempt to reorganiso 
the committees for the present. Th'* 
tariff situation is giving tho Republic­ 
ans some concern. They feel sure that 
their bill can pa.<«8 but it is now be­ 
lieved that the.delMkte ts going to be 
extended in the senate. It is known 
that the intention of tbe Democrats Is 
to talk on every subject In the bill. The 
delay is regarded by some Demoerats 
as good party policy. Aftor the sohe«l- 
ulea of the bill liecome known It Is be­ 
lieved thero will be a great Increase of 
Importations In order to take advantage 
of duties under the iow'er rates. 


After the new bill goes Into effect 
there will be a suspension of imports 
for several month» and a consequent 
falling off In receiptH, 
and the blil, 
which was designed to Increase the rev­ 
enues. they say as a matter of fact 
wiii ahow a decrease. 
This view is 
taken by quite a number of Democrata, 
who say that It Is their policy to have 
the bill paaaed but not until after it has 
been thoroughly discussed. 
Without 
an octlvo majority In the senate the 
Republicans will not be able to hurry 
the measure along. The sliver Repub. 
iicans itave indicated tiiat they will not 
prevent a tariff bill from passing, but 
are not opposed to the policy of delay. 


Republican senators now feel tliat tho 
new bill w'lll have to l>e amended mate, 
rially by the committee on finance and 
the senate. It is known that two sched­ 
ules have l>een submitted to members 
of tho finance commltte»->one being the 
chemical schedule. W ithout making a 
close examination it is understood that 
senators think that the rates are in 
some cases higher than the law of 1890.

EXTENDED DEBATE IX THE SENATE. 


Wonderful Discovery Made with Referciu-e 


to the Tariff BU!. 


Washington, March 12.—The Repub- 


lican caucus committee of the senate 
was In session again yesterday consid- 
ering the organization of the senate. 
The committee Is yet quite a distance 
'ram. an agreement and It may bo dc>- 
-cidefl to make no attempt to reorganize 
the committees for the present. The 
tariff situation Is giving the Republic- 
ans some concern. They feel sure that 
their bill can pass but It is now be" 
lieved that the. debate Is going- to be 
extended In tho aenatc. It is known 
that the Intention of the Democrats 13 
to talk on every subject In the bill. The 
delay Is regarded by some Democrats 
as good party policy. After the sched- 
ules of the bill become known It Is be- 
lieved there will be a great increase of 
Importations In order to take advantage 
of ditties under the lower rates. 


After the new bill goes Into effect 


there will be a suspension of imports 
for several months and a consequent 
falling off In receipts, 
and 
the bill, 


which was designed to Increase the rev- 
enues, they say aa a matter of fact 
will show a decrease. 
This view Is 


taken by quite a number of Democrats, 
who* say that It is their policy to have 
the bill passed but not until after It has 
been thoroughly discussed. 
Without 


an active majority in the senate the 
Republicans will not be able to hurry 
the measure along. The silver Repub- 
Hcans have indicated that they will not 
prevent a tariff bill from passing, but 
are not opposed to the policy of delay. 


Republican senators now feel that the 


new bill will have to be amended mate- 
rially by the committee on finance and 
the senate. Jt la known that two sched- 
ules have been submitted to members 
of the finance committee—one being the 
chemical schedule. "Without making a 
close examination, it is understood that 
senators think that the rates ai-e in 
some cases higher than the law of 1890. 
As soon 0.3 the new bill is presented the 
Republican members of thcflnance com- 
mittee will begin consideration of it, 
even before it passes the house, in order 
to have it brought before the senate at 
an early day. 


There was sonic talk at one time that 


the Republican members of tlio finance 
committee would be consulted by the 
ways and means committee while the 
latter was at work on tho tariff in order 
that a mgasure might be framed which 
would require as little amendment by 
the senate as possible. This has not 
been done, nor was It expected by the 
senators. At present the only definite 
part of the programme of the Republic- 
an senators is to bring the tariff bill 
before the senate as soon as possible 
and press U with all possible speed.
